after union leaders read the pro 
posals without comment. 
Recognition Big Issue. 

After the meeting, David Dubin- 
sky of New York, international 
president of the union, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
strike would be ended immediately 
if employers would agree to recog- 
nize the union for collective bar- 
gaining under the National Recov- 
ery Act, leaving wage adjustments 
and other disputed matters until 
approval of a permanent code for 
the garment industry by the recov- 
ery administration. 

“If employers would live up to 
their NRA agreements and recog- 
nize the union for collective bar- 
gaining, the strike would end in 10 
minutes,” Dubinsky said. “Should 
the employers remain stubborn they 
jeopardize not only their own in- 
terests and those of their employes 
but they also jeopardize the St. 
Louis market. 

“The union is ready at any time 
to meet with employers and will ac- 
cept any fair compromise to protect 
the welfare of the St. Louis mar- 
ket. The union, however, is enti- 
tled to recognition and we will in- 
sist absolutely upon that.” 

Agreements in Other Cities. 

Dubinsky said the union had 

been recognized by employers in 


delphia and Cleveland who had 
signed agreements with the union 
providing wage scales satisfactory 
to employer and employe. They 
provide for a maximum 35-hour 
week. The agreements, he said, 
become effective next week. 


The terms submitted at today’s 
meeting had been approved by 
Richard M. Neustadt, mediator of 
the National Labor Board, who pre- 
siéed at the conferences. They pro- 
vided that strikers might return to 
work “without prejudice or discrim- 
ination” if they would vote to end 
the strike, that employers would 
increase the minimum wage of the 
blanket code 10 per cent and that 
committees of workers in each fac-

ARE IDENTIFIED IN 


Surviving Victims of Attack 
Near Robinson, Ill., Point 
Them Out as Slayers of 
Mrs. Schraeder, 82.

ROBINSON, II, Sept. 1—Two of 
three suspects held in the county 
jail were identified today by Bern- 


men who fatally attacked Mrs.

Tuesday night. 

The two identified, State’s Attor- 


ney Homer Kasserman of Jasper 


Miss Schraeder were not able to 
identify the third of the persons, 
Harold Peck of Indianapolis. 

A crowd gathered about. the 
county jail during the day, but 
there were no threats of violence. 

Robbers Got Only $10. 

Three robbers stripped the cloth- 
ing from their victims and held 
lighted matches to their feet. They 
got $10. Before they departed, Miss 
Schraeder said, the men tied her 
and her mother to a bed and crim- 
inally attacked them. Mrs. Schrae- 
der died a few hours afterward. 

The prisoners were brought here 
under heavy guard early this morn- 
ing from Danville where they were 
arrested yesterday. 

After the prisoners arrived at the 
jail, escorted by State police, more 
than 20 automobiles containing en- 
raged Newton residents arrived and 
massed in front of the jail. No vio- 
lence was attempted, however, and 
most of the crowd departed after be- 
ing talked to by Sergt. Jesse 
Griffon of the State police and six 
officers who met them at the town 
limits. The officers warned the 
crowd that any efforts to seize the 
prisoners would be resisted. 

Among the prisoners’ possessions, 
Sheriff Sowers said, had been found 
a suitcase filled with revolvers, 
shotguns and other weapons and a 
blue flashlight. Such a flashlight, 
he said, had been described by Miss 
Schraeder. 

Victim’s Story of Torture. 

In her conscious moments Miss 
Schrader told officers how the 
robbers, two young and one middle- 
aged, entered the home Tuesday 
night and for four hours tortured 
the three of the family. 

“They scorched the soles of my 
uncle’s feet with lighted matches,” 
she said. “They beat us—unmerci- 
fully. They used their fists—they 
used iron bars. They bound my 
mother and me to our bed with 
baling wire. They assaulted us 
brutally. They’ve killed my moth- 
er! 

“The three of them burst into 
our home Tuesday night. They 
demanded a large amount of money 
they thought we had hidden. One 
of the men stepped up to my aged 
uncle and hit him a cruel blow 
with his closed fist. They peeled 
off his socks and applied lighted 


matches to the bottoms of his feet 
until he screamed out in pain. 
They struck him with an iron bar. 

“Then one of the men approached 
me. \He hit me with his fist. They 
threw me on my bed and wired 
down my wrists and ankles. They 
also passed a wire about my neck. 
It was baling wire and it cut my 
flesh. I was assaulted four times. 

“Hoping to escape further pun- 
ishment I had acted as though I 
had lost consciousness when I was 
first struck. I heard one of the 
bandits, go into the next room 
where my aged mother was. He 
said, ‘Well, we've killed your 
daughter.’ I trembled when one 
of the men in the room with me 
answered, ‘Naw, she isn’t dead, 
she’s just playing possum.’ 

“They had beaten me with their 
fists but I had escaped being beat- 
en with the iron bar. “ 

“They then attacked my mother 
trying to find out the hiding place 
of the money they thought we had 
hidden. They hit her in the face 
with their fists. They struck her 
with the iron bar. Finally they 
threw her on a bed as they had 
done me and trussed her up with 
baling wire just as they had done 
with me. They assaulted her three 
times. 

“They then made a last search 
of the house. When they did not 
find the fortune they had expected 
to get they gave us all a last final 
beating and left.”

“We still are investigating the 


matter,” Wilson said, “to see if we 
have been stung and, if so, how 
badly.” 


History of the: Awards. 

The two awards, as has been told, 
were for placing of a rock asphalt 
surface on 125 miles of United 
States Highway No. 71 4n McDon- 
ald County and a similar surface on 


13.4 miles of United States High- | 


way No. 37 in Barry County. The 
agreed price for the two projects 
totaled $269,871 and the work has 
been done. 

An inquiry forced by Commission-

Low bids on these eight projects 
in Barry, Pettis and McDonald 
Counties, totaled $79,487. The to- 
tal was about 24 per cent above 
the total cost estimate by depart- 
ment engineers. 

Of the six projects laid over 
without action, the Boyle & Pryor 
company was low bidder on two in 
McDonald County and the Ross 
Joyce company was second low. 
The Imperial Truck Corporation of 
Kansas City was listed as low bid- 
fer on the other four all in Mor- 
gan County and the Ross-Joyce 
company was second low on each.

DELINQUFNT TAX COLLECTED 
IN SIX MONTHS $4,670,133 


Total Still Due $11,212,209; 50 Pct. 
of Penalty Off for Payment

Delinquent tax collections in the 
last six months, under the act of 
the Legislature remitting or reduc- 
ing the penalties for delinquency, 
have amounted to $4,670,133.

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ATTACKS LACY'S PLEA 
IN JURY-FIXING CASE 


State Files Brief Assailing Ar- 
gument in Demurrer Pre- 
sented by Defense. 


A brief in support of the indict- 
ment against Verne R. C. Lacy and 
Joseph W. Hartman, charging them 
with corrupting a juror in the first 
trial of Paul A. R! shards on a kid- 
naping charge, was filed today by 
Assistant Circuit Attorneys Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr. and Forrest G. Fer- 
ris. 

Richards, a lawyer, is defending 
Lacy and Hartman, Lacy having 
been Richards’ counsel in Richards’ 
two trials on the charge of kidnap- 
ing for ransom in the Alexander 
Berg case. = 

The indictment against’Lacy and 
Hartman charges that they ap- 
proached Edward L. Anna, a juror 
in Richards’ first trial in February, 
1932, told him Richards was a good 
fellow, and asked Anna to “give him 
the benefit of all doubts,” promising 
at the same time to “take care of 
him;” and that after the mistrial 
they paid Anna $80 in four install- 
ments. Richards was acquitted at 
his second trial. 

In a demurrer to the indictment, 
Richards, as attorney for Lacy and 
Hartman, said the request alleged 
to have been made of Anna was not 
unlawful, “being nothing more nor 
less than a request that the juror 
perform his duty under the law.” 

Replying to this, the prosecutors 
say, in their brief: “On what meat 
did they (Lacy and Hartman) feed, 
that they became instructors of the 
juror as to his duty to Richards? 
Not only did they assume to in- 
struct, but they also proposed to 
reward the juror. Any juror would 
understand from the language used 
that he would be rewarded if he 
favored the defendant. 

“The juror is as much an integral 
part of a court in administering 
justice as the Judge. Any attempt 
to influence either, except properly 
in open court, is an attempt to 
poison justice. If a person should 
approach a Judge at his home, men- 
tion as a good fellow a defendant 
in a cause pending before the 
Judge, and say to the Judge that, if 
he would give the defendant the 


j benefit of all doubts, he would be 


taken care of, what would the 
Judge say? He would spurn such 
a proposition. Yet able lawyers, the 
defendants and their alleged bene- 
ficiary, argue in effect that such a 
proposition would be nothing more 
than a request that the Judge per- 
form his duty under the law, and 
would be in furtherance ofa fair 
trial. A difference of opinion among 
lawyers which the court will de- 
cide.” 

Circuit Judge Hoffmeister will 
pass on the demurrer, probably at 
the opening of the next term of 
court, Sept. 11. 


109 ON HARASSMENT LISTS 
IN CHICAGO POLICE CAMPAIGN 


Judges Issue Vagabond Warrants 
Against Leaders of Various 
Gangs.

CHICAGO, Sept. 1—A total of 


109 alleged gangsters, gunmen and 
others have become the object of 
the police harassment campaign, 
two Municipal Judges issues 59 ad- 
ditional vagabond warrants yester- 
day. 

Among those named were Ed- 
ward (Spike) O’Donnell, survivor 
of a long beer war on Chicago's 
South Side, and’ his reputed body- 
guard, Sanford (Gimp) Rosen- 
bawm. Both were arrested. O’Don- 
nell was seized in the City Hall. 

Others listed include. William 
Druggan, brother of Terry Drug- 
gan, who is serving a Federal pris- 
on sentence for income tax viola- 
tions; George Druggan, another 
brother; William (Klondike) O’Don- 
nell, alleged leader of a West Side 
beer and racketeering gang; 
George (Bugs) Moran, leader of a 
North Side gang which was nearly 
exterminated by the St. Valentine’s 
day murders in 1929; Joe 
Saltis, for years the reputed 
head of a South Side gang; 
James (Fur) Sammons, ex- 
convict, who served 20 years in 
prison; Thomas Touhy, co-leader 
with his brother Roger of the 
Touhy gang, suspected kidnapers;

lic. The story as it came out in 
court follows: 

Two years ago a man of wealth 
married a 19-year-old girl of a 


family which was then prosperous. 
After the couple returned from a 
honeymoon trip of three months 
abroad, the wife announced that she 
had kept’a diary since meeting her 
husband. 

He Promises Not to Read It. 

“These are my most. secret 
ti.oughts,” she said. “I have no 
girl friend in whom to confide, and 
besides I wish to keep the diary 
because I have literary ambitions. 
But you must give me your word 
of honor never to read it.” . 

The husband complied. Some 
time later, looking through a note- 
book left on a table, he saw an 
entry which aroused his suspicion. 
His wife coming home at that mo- 
ment, he could not reafi further. 
Haunted by jealousy, he sent the 
wife to a watering place, and read 
the diary. 

The day before the wedding the 
girl had set down her belief that for 
most women marriage is a renun- 
ciation. She wrote that her hus- 
band was wealthy and held a good 
position in society, but that she 
knew he was not the man for her. 

Later entries revealed that she 
came to hate him. “We have not 
one thought or feeling in common,” 
she wrote. One notation said that 
the arrival of children would be 
“frightful,” as she was sure she 
would hate the child as she did 
her husband. 

Husband Insists on Divorce. 

On her return ‘he husband re 

vealed that he had seen the diary, 
and said he would insist on a di- 
vorce. The young wife refused, 
saying she had always fulfilled her 
duties as a wife, that he had given 
his word of honor not to read the 
diary, and that it did not constitute 
ground for a divorce. 
In the first court the wife’s view 
prevailed. An appeal by the hus- 
band resulted in a reversal of the 
verdict, and he was granted a di- 
vorce, based on the wife’s objec- 
tion to bearing children. The wife 
appealed to the highest court, and 
the divorce was withdrawn. The 
court ruled that a wife has a sov- 
ereign right to keep a diary, and 
that her thoughts and feelings, 
are not 
ground for divorce.

poses,” Hutchinson’s’ statement 
said. 

Medalie’s charges caused the New 
York County grand jury, acting in- 
dependently of the District Attor- 
ney, to summon him. Following 
his testimony, the jury handed up 
a presentment recommending that 
the State Attorney-General conduct 
a vigorous investigation under a 
new law which gives him broad 
powers.

WALLACE ASSERTS 
INFLATION WOULD 
NOT HELP FARMER 


Agriculture Secretary Says 


It Doesn’t Increase For- 
eign Demand and Doesn’t 


Adjust Home Market. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Dis- 
cussing inflation, Secretary of Agri- 


culture Wallace said in a radio ad- 
dress last night that it “does not 
iricrease the foreign demand for 
our surplus farm products and 
does nothing toward adjusting the 
supply of our farm products to the 
home market.” 

“In fact,” the Secretary said, 
“there is some danger that the in- 
crease in speculative farm commo- 
dity prices may make the adjust- 
ment of supply and demand in the 
long run more difficult rather than 
less so, by stimulating production 
and by making farmers less willing 
to adjust production.” 


He said he had avoided any state- q 


ment on inflation since March 4 
because he felt “any hard and fast 
conclusions” were in the province 
of the Secretary of the Treasury,

inflation on agriculture.” 

Among these, he said, were: 

“First: Inflation undoubtedly 
acts to lighten each farmer’s debt 
and tax burdens, but only to the 
extent that it advances the prices 
of the product he sells. It also ad- 
vances the prices of what he buys. 
“Second. Inflation which changes 
the value of the dollar in foreign 
currencies tends temporarily to in- 
crease the prices, especially of ex- 
port or speculative commodities, 
such as wheat, cotton and corn. 
The inflation since April has been 
of this type. Prices of milk, hogs, 
beef cattle, poultry and other non- 
speculative domestic products have 
shown no great increase. 

“Third. Inflation which directly 
increases purchasing power in the 
hands of consumers tends to ad- 
vance prices of farm commodities, 
especially those dependent on do- 
mestic purchasing power, so long 
as production remains unchanged. 
Large expenditures for public 
works, or large sales of Govern- 
ment bonds to buy supplies, such 
as were made during the Great 
War, may produce this kind of in- 
flation.” _ 

Problem One of Balance. 

Wallace said the farmer's prob- 
lem both in the United States and 
in relation to foreign nations was 
one of balance. 

“The President has recognized,” 
he said, “that it will help to attain 
a more permanent state of balance 
if we can adjust our monetary sys- 
tem so that we can pay off debts 
with money of the same purchas- 
ing power that obtained at the time 
the debts were contracted.” 

The Secretary said proper han- 
dling of money would help reach “a 
true state of balance” but that the 
farm supply of commodities must 
be adjusted to meet demand. 

He defended the emergency pro- 


grounds of necessity and said that 
“the bedrock of a permanently 
stable agriculture, and of national 
prosperity, is a production program 
adjusted to the actual market, and 
a wiser use of our land.” 


MORE CHARGES IN LOUISIANA

Prosecutor Issues Statement; Sen- 
ator Huey Long Reminded Hearing 
Will Be Resumed Oct. 16.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 1.— 
Senator Huey P. Long, the Louisi- 
ana “Kingfish.” was reminded by 
Senator Tom Connally of Texas to- 
day that the Senate investigation 
of the election of Senator John H. 
Overton, colleague and political 
friend of Long, would be resumed 
Oct. 16. There was a promise of ad- 
ditional charges against election 
commissioners who acted in last 
November’s vote on constitutional 
amendments from District Attorney 
Eugene Stanley. The District Attor- 
ney already has charged more than 
50 persons with making false re- 
turns. 

A campaign directed by Long is 
credited with electing Overton and 
furthering the cause of the consti- 
tutional amendments which carried 
bond issues. 

Still bearing the marks of a 
fight with an unidentified foe at a 
party at the Sands Point, Long 
Island bath club, the Senator has 
retired to his Audubon place man- 
sion and declines to discuss the in- 
cident. 

An announcement was made that 
an organization of Louisiana wom- 
en is seeking to marshal the na- 
tion behind it to oust both Long 
and Overton from the Senate.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 1.—Two 


persons were killed and 18 injured 


in disorders yesterday incident to 


a strike of silk hosiery workers. 
Police said George Cleméntson, 
19-year-old dye hand, admitted he 
fired the shots that caused the 
death of Clem Norwood, 25, and 
Frank Milnor, 19 strike demonstra- 
tors, during a disturbance outside 
the plant of the Cambria Silk Ho- 
siery Mill. 
'Clementson, who was charged 
with the homicide, was in a truck 
with his bride of three months and 
several other strike breakers on 
their way to the mill, where a 
strike has been in progress eight 
weeks. Pickets rushed the truck 


‘and upset it. 


“I thought they wolud.tear us to 
pieces,” police quoted Clementson. 
“I shot to bring police to help us. 
I didn't mean to kill anybody.” 

Disorder followed the shots and 
18 persons, two of them shot, were 
taken to hospitals after 200 police 
had fought with strikers and sym- 


pathizers estimated to number at 
least 2800. 

The general strike in the indus- 
try, set for today to coincide with 
the expiration of the agreement be- 
tween the Federation of Full-fash- 
ioned Hosiery Workers and the 
manufacturers, was postponed 
through the efforts of the National 
Labor Board. 


Agreement to Settle Difficulties in 
Full-Fashioned Mills. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1. — The 
National Labor Board announccs 
an agreement has been’ reached 
between the Full-Fashioned hosi- 
ery manufacturers and the Ameri- 
can Federation of Full-Fashioned 
hosiery workers by which the two 
will try to work out their differ- 
ences. 

It provides that after 22 days, if 
no compromise is reached, the La- 
bor Board shall arbitrate and its 
decision shall be accepted. 

United States Senator Robert F. 
Wagner of New York, Labor 
Board chairman, said that his unit 
would consider the strike at the 
Cambria silk hosiery plant, in 
Philadelphia. 

This mill, the Labor Board an- 
nouncement said, was the only one 
in the Philadelphia area that re- 
fused to accept the board’s pro- 
posed settlement of a strike, in- 
volving a free election among the 
workers to decifie whether they 
wanted to work under the com- 
pany’s nonunion policy or as un- 
ionized workers. After the election 
was held the company refused to 
accept the results, the board said.

PLEDGING REDUCTION 


~ DF CROPS IN COUNTY 


Farm Bureau Getting Signa- 
tures of Wheat Growers 
on Promise of Bonus. 


Fifteen of the principal growers 
at Spanish Lake signed up yester- 
day to reduce wheat acreage for 
benefit of a Government bonus and 
the hope of higher prices through 
surplus reduction, the St. Louis 
County Farm Bureau announced. 

Several others of the approxi- 
mately 60 growers in the Spanish 
Lake district planned to meet 
Farm Agent Meier, with an assist- 
ant and two stenographers, today 
at Flortssant. One of those who 
signed estimated that his bounty, 
28 cents a bushel on 54 per cent of 
average past production, would 
amount to $300. 

Some farmers were discouraged 
by the stack of documents which 
each must fill out and sign to ob- 
tain an allotment contract, and a 
few hoped to cash in on the pro- 
jected higher prices by maintain- 
ing or increasing acreage. But the 
conviction was growing, said Rus- 
sell Landers of the bureau, that 
joining up would be_ safer than 
staying out. He estimated that 
probably half the 900 growers in 
the county would sign up and that 
farmers who failed to do so would 
be largely those who raised only a 
few acres of wheat and considered 
the bounty scarcely worth the 
trouble. 

A bulky envelope containing the 
documents was mailed to each 
farmer only this week, and the 
Farm Bureau is assisting farmers 
to fill them out today at Florissant. 
Other meetings will be held all day 
tomorrow at Anglum Bank, next 
Tuesday at Bellefontaine, Wednes- 
day at Valley Park Elevator and 
Thursday at Eureka Elevator.

6-POINT PROGRAM LAUNCHED 
BY THE ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE 


Will Increase Drive to Retain 18th 

' Amendment; Campaign of 

Education. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 1.—Led by its 
general superintendent, Dr. F. Scott 
McBride, the Anti-Saloon League 
has launched a six-point program 
that leaders at a regional meeting 
here said they hoped would result 
in retention of the _ eighteenth 
amendment.

“5 A campaign of education to 
teach every one the fundamental 
fact that beverage alcohol is a nar- 
cotic habit forming drug, always 
dangerous and often deadly. 

“6 A uniform nation-wide young 
people’s movement for total ab 
stinence and prohibition.” 

Dr. McBride said the fight would 
be waged with silent and- sound 
moving pictures, literature, newspa- 
pers, educational dramas, debates, 
lectures and pledge signing.

Industrial Conference Says Gain 
in Month Is Largest 
for 43 Years. 


By the Associseted Press. ; 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1. — An in- 
crease of 10.2 per cent in employ- 
ment in July over June was re- 
ported by the National Industrial 
Conference Board in its monthly 
gurvey of wages, employmenfvand 
hours of work. 

This is the largest monthly per- 
centage gain in employment in the 
13 years covered by the board’s 


studies in this field. The July ad- 
vance was shown to be the fourth 
successive monthly improvement, 
the gain over February amounting 

. to 19 per cent. Employment in- 
créased in July in all except one 
of the 25 leatiing industries cov- 
ered by the survey. 

“Even more impressive,’ the 
board states, “is the increase of 
14.1 per cent in man-hours worked 
in July~as compared with June. It 
is possible for employment to ad- 
vance without any increase in vol- 
ume of work performed and with 
a decrease in average earnings, as 
was demonstrated during the period 
of widespread work-sharing a year 
ago. 

_- “Now, however, the fact that 
man-hours have increased by an 
even larger-percentage than em- 
ployment indicates that not only 
were over 10 per cent more persons 
employed in July than in June, in 
‘the plants covered by the survey, 
but all of those employed were 
working substantially longer hours.” 

‘As a result of longer working 
hours, says the board, average 
weekly earnings increased from 
$18.49 in June to $19.15 in July, an 
advance of 3.6 per cent. However, 
individual purchasing power in July 
was almost unchanged from the 
previous month, it was explained, 
because of a sharp rise in the cost 
of living. -

TIME EXTENDED FOR FILING 
GOLD HOLDING CERTIFICATES 


Under Treasury Order Blanks 
Must Be Filled Out by 
Sept. 18. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.— Regu- 
lations issued by the Treasury have 
extended from Sept. 12 to Sept. 18 
the time in which holders of gold 
may file certificates showing their 
holdings as required by President 
Roosevelt's executive order of 
Tuesday. 

The regulations specified that the 
certificates, printed forms to be 
filled out by those having gold in 
their possession, “shall constitute 
public record, but shall be open to 
public inspection only upon order 
of the President.” 

Regulations under President 
Roosevelt’s executive order freeing 
newly mined gold will be issued at 
a later date. 

The forms are now in process of 
manufacture and are to be ready 
for distribution early next week, 
allowing approximately a fortnight 
for gold holders to fill them out. 
The fegulations specify that the 
form be filed with the Collector of

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—A big- 
ger and better picture of current 
economic conditions has begun to 
take form under governmental di- 
rection. 

Statistics which record the pulse 
of business—producer, distributor 
and consumer activity, retail sales 
volume and prices, employment and 
Wages—are to be enlarged and co- 
ordinated, with some of the most 
important gaps filled in. 

In other words, directors of the 
recovery movement want to get the 
real figures on the results of their 
experiments in governmental aid 
to business and to have available 
Gnformation which will be of value 
in formulating new undertakings in 
the economic field. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
under direction of Dr. Isador Lu- 
bin, one of the “brain trusters,” al- 


ready has speeded up its compila- | 


tion of retail food prices. Index

practice. 
The Information Desired. 

It is planned to obtain better 
statistics on unemployment, on the 
volume of retail sales as an indi- 
ecator of consumer buying, on the 


entire retail price structure and on | 
in distributors’ | 


stocks of goods 
hands. Data are now available on 
sales by department stores, nation- 
al chains and mail order houses 
but these represent only one-fifth 
of the entire retail sales business, 
statisticians say. 

Dr. W. L. Thorp, new chief of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, says better business in- 
dexes are a fundamental necessity 
in the working out of a major ob- 
jective of the recovery program. 

“If the Government is to exert 
economic supervision of one sort or 
another, it must have a complete 
picture of the situation as it af- 
fects the industrialist, the mer- 
chant, the farmer, the laborer and 
the consumer,” he said. 

“We can’t tell whether codes are 
accomplishing the purpose of the 
recovery act unless we have actual 
statistical measures of the progress 
being made,” he added. “The busi- 
ness man himself needs to know 
what the code is doing to his in- 
dustry. He can’t complain solely 
on the basis of his own experiences 
but if the statistical records show 
oppressive results to the industry 
as-a whole, then steps can be taken 
to have the code corrected or modi- 
fied.

Is to Set Aside Mine Reserves

Spokesman for Operators Proposes Congress 


Authorize U. S. Purchase of Large Coal 
Tracts to Be Used as Needed. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—W. L. 
Miller, commissioner of 
Clair-Madison County Coal Opera- 
tors’ Association of Belleville, [ll., 
told NR Aofficials yesterday that 
the only way permanently to sta- 
bilize the coal industry was to set 
aside coal fields after the fashion 
of oil and forest reserves. 

His declaration was in the nature 
of a comment on the effect of the 
proposed coal code in Illinois. 

“Any code established,” said Miil- 
ler, “will not put unemployed min- 
ers to work unless that code 
reaches out into the future with 
the provision for a physical recon- 
struction of the industry. 

“Records. show that strip min- 
ing &nd mechanized loading in- 
creased the productivity of each 
man 35 per cent during the 1923- 
30 period. 

“In the State of Illinois during 
1923, the average daily loading was 
five tons per man employed, while 
in 1930, it was 7.9 tons. 

“The average production per man 
in 1932 was 23 tons in the strip 
mines while in the hand mines it 
was only 3.8 tons. 


“Any regulation that restricted 


the ‘St. 


the production in hand mines would 
lose its effectiveness with the abil- 
ity of strip mines to tear from the 
earth tremendous quantities of 
coal.. In other words, no matter 
how much labor is restricted, the 
machinization of mines has made 
it possible to produce more coal 
with less men. For that reason 
the majority of the unemployed 
will continue to be unemployed.” 
Miller’s solution of the problem 


is to rehabilitate the coal industry 
throughout the United States by 
having Congress enact a law which 
will provide funds for the purchase 
of large coal tracts in the disturbed 
mining centers. 

“These,” he proposed, “would be 
held by the Government as coal re- 
serves just as the Government has 
oil and forest preserves. 

“By reducing the number of strip 
mines, the cause of the ills of the 
industry would be eliminated, the 
business could be adjusted, and 
30,000 additional men could be put 
to work in the hand mines of In- 
diana and Illinois alone!”

BRITISH FASCISTS PLAN 
EMPIRE ORGANIZATION 


First Steps Taken by Sir Os- 
wald Mosley for Formation 
of Swastika League. 


LONDON, Sept. 1.—First steps 
toward organization of a Swastika 
League of the Empire are being 
taken in negotiations now under 
way between Sir Oswald Mosley, 
leader of the British Fascists, and 
Col. Eric Campbell, head of the 
Australian “New Guard.” The ini- 
tial plan calls for inclusion of 
South African and New Zealand 
groups, with Col. Campbell. delegat- 
ed to speak for them. Party lead- 
ers also expect a Fascist movement 
in formation now in Canada’ to 
join. : 
Although the British Fascist Un- 
ion has sent representatives to Can- 
ada to make contact with the group 
there, it disowns any connection 
with recent “swastika” riots in va- 
rious parts of the Dominion, nota- 
bly Toronto. 

“We understand there are five 
separate Fascist organizations in 
Canada,” an official at British Fas- 
cist headquarters said today. “We 
have not recognized any of them 
nor do we intend to recognize any 
organization which advocates. the 
use of physical force. We propose 
to bring about changes by consti- 
tutional means. 

“When the time comes—it will 
probably be five years yet—we 
shall have parliamentary candi- 
dates. When we have a parlia- 
mentary majority and head_ the 
Government, we shall likely pro- 
ceed by orders-in-council. But we 
are agairnct physical force. The 
only exception we make is that if 
we are attacked by Communists we 
shall certainly meet force by force.” 

The British Fascist organization 
has opened a branch in Regent 
street and transformed a former 
women’s college in the Chelsea dis- 
trict into a “brown house” for its 
members. Blackshirted young men 
stand guard by the entrance, rais- 
ing their arms to party leaders in 
the Fascist salute. 

A blackshirt practicing sword ex- 
ercises before a mirror was asked: 

“Why the military organization 
if you do not intend to use force?” 
“It’s just our defense,” was the 
Fascist’s reply. “We have a buila- 
ing worth 70,000 pounds. We shall 
defend it, if we have to, to the 
end.” 


WARNS EUROPE TO BE READY 
FOR RECOVERY OF DOLLAR 


French Foreign Affairs Chairman 
Points Out That Sudden RKe- 
adjustment Is Likely. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 1—A warning to 
European countries that their eco- 
nomic situation in the future is 
likely to be endangered by “the 
sudden repressment of the dollar 
after its artificial fall,” was sound- 
ed yesterday by Henry Berenger, 
chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, writing in the Agence 
Economique et Financiere. 

He said the dollar would be 
worth more than 12 francs should 
the Roosevelt “code” put it there, 
and it was worth more than 18 
francs today. 

“Its former gold coverage is not 
changed and it remains the strong- 
est in the world in the face of all 
other money,” he continued. “As 
for the immense natural richness 
of the United States and their po- 
tential incomparable economy, they 
are always there. 

“What will the consequences of a 
turn of the crank handle be for 
European economy and European 
banks? A sudden repatriation of 
the masses and reappreciated dol- 
lars can cause such maladjustments 
that currencies in Europe may be, 
if not wrecked, at least s¢piously

SENATOR AIRS GRIEVANCE 
AGAINST WEATHER BUREAU 


Kean, New Jersey, Complains Trop- 
ical Hurricane Struck When 
Forecast Said “Fair.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Senator 
Kean of New Jersey, whose Re- 
publicanism is as regular as it can 
be, has found a target to shoot at 
without fear. No one can say that 
his criticism endangers economic 
recovery... He has picked out the 
Weather Bureau and Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace. 

Kean is irked at what he terms 
inaccuracies of the bureau's fore- 
casters and intends to see that 
something is done.

ROMANCE OF HITLER WITH 
FRAU WAGNER APPARENTLY OFF 


Intimates Say Only Friendship Sur- 
vives—She Refuses to Bow 
to Nazi Decree. 
By the Associated Press. 

BAYREUTH, Germany, Sept. 1.— 
The rumored romance between 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler and Wini- 
fred Wagner apparently is off. In- 
timates of each say that only 
friendship survives. Hitler is so 
busy with his chancellic-ship and 
his Nazi party that marriage is said 
to be far from his thoughts. 

Frau Wagner is one of the few 
Germans who have refused to bow 
to a Nazi decree. The moment she 
heard of a radio order which barred 
Arturo Toscanini and some distin- 
guished American conductors from 
German air waves, she posted to 
Berlin and bearded Hitler in his 
den. She told him the order was a 
big mistake. Also she insisted that 
her star Jewish singers, among 
them Emmanuel List and Alexan- 
der Kipnis, must be retained. 

She had her way about the solo- 
ists, but the broadcast decree held 
and Toscanini refused to come to 
Bayreuth. 


VETERANS OF FOREIGN WARS 
DEMAND ECONOMY ACT REPEAL 


Convention Votes for Restoration of 
Claims of Ex-Soldiers and 
Dependents.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 1.— 
The Veterans of Foreign Wars, in 
convention here, yesterday adopted 
resolutions favoring repeal of the

ROYAL QVATION 
GIVEN HITLER Al 
NAZI CONGRESS 


15,000 Delegates at Nurem- 
berg Greet Him at First 
Party Convention Since 
Rise to Power. | 


By the Associated Press. 
NUREMBERG, Germany, Sept. 


1—No King opening Parliament 
was ever received more enthusi- 
asticalty than was Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler today when, amid the shouts 
of 15,000 selected National Socialist 
followers gathered for the fifth 
party congress, he slowly strode 
through the long convention hall 
to thevrostrum. 

These delegates to the biennial 
congress, the first since the Hitler- 
ites came into power, owe their 
present position of authority to Hit- 


ler and here had an opportunity to 
show their gratitude by shouting, 
applauding and saluting. 

Crancellor Hitler told the Con- 
gress that, as a result of the Nazi 
revolution, the artists, musicians, 
sculptors, painters and architects 
of the new Germany must be 100 
per cent Nordic aryans. 

The ,Nazis, he declared, opposed 
any Pacifist international democ- 
racy in the realm of German art 
and Kultur exactly as they are op- 
posed to such forces in politics. 

“I do not know whether Provi- 
dence will bless us with artistic 
geniuses,” he said, “but this I know: 
the representative of the era now 
past cannot be the flag-bearers of | 
the future. It is our state, not 
theirs. Changing flags is not per-| 
mitted.” 

Addressing a selected audience of 
3000 at a meeting held in connec- 
tion with the convention, the Chan- 
cellor declared that the Jews had 
no real art. He said also that Na- 
tional Socialists “will not tolerate 
incompetence in art.” 

Occupying seats of honor on the 
rostrum were non-Nazi members of 
the Cabinet, including Vice-Chan- 
cellor Franz von Papen, Foreign 
Minister von Neurath and Defense 
Minister von Blomberg. 

Congress of Victory. 

Rudolf Hess, deputy chief of the 
party, said in a speech: “I should 
Ie to describe National Socialism 
and Fascism as sound common 
sense cast into political forms. Both 
can desire but one thing, namely, to 
obtain security over and against 
those states in which sound com- 
mon sense obviously does not yet 
reign.” : 

Hess then described present-day 
Germany as “the most modern 
democracy in the world whose lead- 
er, rooted in the people and borne 
by the confidence of the majority 
of the people, gained the right to 
leadership from his own strength.” 

This congress, said Chancellor 
'Hitler’s aid, may be described as 
the miost modern representation of 
‘the people.” His opening words 
were: “I open a Congress of vic- 
tory.” 

Hess then called for a moment of 
silence in honor of fallen comrades 
while the vast audience of 15,000 
arose. 

He turned the meeting over tem- 
porarily to Capt. Ernst Roehm, 
commander of storm troops, who, 
as drums rolled, stated that ‘40,- 
000 storm troopers were wounded 
on account of their love for Ger- 
many.” He réad the names of 
240 storm troopers who had been 
killed, 

Behind him stood a banner car- 
rier with the flag carried during 
the 1923 “beer cellar putsch.” 

Mussolini Sends Salutations. 

A thrill was given participants in 
the conference when Prof. Narpi- 
cati, vice-secretary of the Fascist 
party, brought the salutations of 
Premier Mussolini of Italy and ob- 
served: 

“I hope the conclave means a 
further stage in the progress of 
the Nazi and Fascist idea in the 
world.” 

Thunderous applause greeted this 
identification of Fascism with Na- 
tional Socialism. 

A proclamation by Chancellor 
Hitler to the Congress was read by 
Bavarian Premier Adolf Wagner. 
It began with a justification of the’ 
use of force to seize power. 

“The use of spiritual methods of 
combat had a purpose only so long 
as all sections of the people were 
willing to submit to its results,” the 
statement read. ‘ 

It added that bourgeois parties 
could not bring salvation to Ger- 
many because a glorification of 
false democracy during 70 years 
made it ludicrous to try a dictator- 
ship in the seventy-first year. 

Attack on Democracy. 

The proclamation continued: 
“Our movement could develop pri- 
marily only in those sections. of 
the population which spiritually are 
simple and uncomplicated, and 
hence closer to nature. 

“Our predecessors talked about 
democracy but avoided the people. 
National Socialism spoke of author- 
ity but fought alongside the oom- 
mon people. 

“Beginning this year, there were 
weeks during which we _ escaped 
Communistic chaos only by a hair’s 
breadth.”

WANT to commend you for your edito- 

rial suggesting that St. Louis hold a 
world's fair in 10 years, having aviation 
as its chief motif. That is truly a won- 
derful thought, and I sincerely hope that 
St. Louis will take action. 

In the meantime, I would like to sug- 
gest that the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, the East St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce and the Municipal Air Board 
of the City of St. Louis start now to plan 
to hold a monster five-day air show and 
air races next spring—a one-day show to 
be held at Parks Airport, a one-day. show 
at.Curtiss-Steinberg Airport and a three- 
day show and air races at Lambert Field. 
Make it the largest thing of its kind ever 
held in this country. 

Few cities are as well equipped to hold 
such an event as Greater St. Louis. There 
is Lambert Field, with 26 buildings, 546 
acres, and an actual landing field of 375 
acres; its splendid management, its great 
airplane factories and facilities for re-

PROGRESS OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

We note with pleasure the increased activity of the 
Public Works Administration in the allocation of 
money from the $3,300,000,000 fuud set up by the spe- 
cia! session of Congress, to speed recovery. 

Of that sum, $1,327,080.060 has been allotted, most- 
ly to Federal projects, although the largest single 
item is $400,000,000, granted to the states for road 
construction. Some of the projects recently approved 
are: $37,500,000 for a vehicular tunne] under the 
Hudson River (a loan to the New York port author- 
ity); $15,415,000 for work on 14 irrigatien projects 
in the West; $2,250,000 for the naval hospital at 
Philadelphia. 

Progress hereabouts is also observable. Of the 
$12,140,000 allotted to Missouri for highways, con- 
struction plans involving the expenditure of $2,500,- 
000 have just been approved by the U. S. Bureau of 
Public Koads, and projecta will be put under con- 
tract Sept. 15. State Highway Engineer Cutler thinks 
the entire $12,140,000 can be placed under contract 
this fall if plans are approved. 

Mayor Dickmann, in Washington to speed up Fed- 
eral loans and grants to St. Louis, was told the Pub- 
lic Works Administration could pass on St. Louis’ 
‘applications within 10 days after their receipt from 
‘Col. Hugh Miller, public works engineer for Missouri. 
The city’s No. 1 application is on a $140,000 downtown 
sewer project, the Government's contribution to be 
about $42,000. Mayor Dickmann was informed that 
the administration may make a 30 per cent grant on 
the wings of the new Negro hospital, to cost about 
$750,000. Altogether, the public works program of 
St. Louis involves projects to cost more than $40,- 
000,000. ) 

While the Public Works Administration is not con- 
cerned with this project, the R. F. C. has sent to St. 
Louis an approved agreement for the $700,000 loan 
to complete the approaches of the Municipal Bridge, 
and the money presufmably will be turned over as 
soon as the contract is signed by all parties to it. 
This matter has beef? hanging fire since last spring, 
but it now appears 4s though work could be begun 
before winter. It will be recalled that the bridge ap- 
proach work is part of the general bridge agreement 
between the city and the Terminal Railroad, by 
which the highway deck of Eads Bridge is eventually 
to be thrown open to the public.

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THE COURTS WILL DO THEIR DUTY. 

That was a thoughtless statement, to put it mild- 
ly, of Attorney-General O’Brien of Michigan in bis 
address to a meeting of the Attorneys-General of the 
different states at Grand Rapids. He said that “no 
court in the land would dare to challenge the legal- 
ity of the national recovery program.” ; 

First, as a matter of admittedly idle curiosity, it 
might be asked how the Attorney-General of~ Michi- 
gan contrived to get hold of that alleged information. 
As it happens, there are 142 Federal] District Judges 
who might officially be required to pass upon this 
| question. And there are 41 United States Circuit 
Judges before whom the question might be brought 
on appeal. Does the Attorney-General of Michigan 
know all of those men personally? Has he examined 
each and all of them so rigorously, by Freudian or 
secret Michigan tests, that he is able to brand them 
all, without exception, as moral or official cowards, 
who would évade their duty in a situation such as 
the present? Well, if he has so examined them, his 
inquisitorial system needs revamping. It were re- 
markable, of course, if there were no timid souls in 
a contingent of that size, line-of-least-resistance per- 
sons, whose judgment would be controlled by public 
sentiment rather than the law. On the other hand, 
there are Federal Judges, District and Circuit, of 
proved courage and tested character—first-class fight- 
ing men, if you please—whom no consideration could 
swerve from the right, as they see the right. That 
such men constitute an overwhelming majority of our 
Federal judiciary does not have to be asserted. If 
that were not the truth, this great American experi- 
ment of ours would have long ago been mossy ruins. 

It were presumptuous, too, perhaps, for a layman to 
instruct the Attorney-General of Michigan in the law, 
but a short, simple lesson seems to be in order. As 
the average layman understands it, it is not the 
function of any court in the United States to chal- 
lenge any law enacted by any legislative body, state 
or Federal. The challenge must come from a liti- 
gant, the duty of the court being to say whether 
the challenge is competent. So it seems both just and 
pertinent to observe that the Attorney-General of 
Michigan is as careless in his phraseology as he is 
in his purported statement of fact. 

This Michigan indictment, which reads more like 
a soap-box harangue than the speech of an Attorney- 
General, has been dignifiedly answered by Federal 
District Judge Tuttle of Detroit, with this assurance: 
“The courts of the United States will not stand in the 
way of recovery, but they will interpret the Consti-

On the recommendation of the Department of Agri- 
culturé Forestry Service, the National Forest Reser- 
vation Commission has authorized the Federal Gov- 
ernment to purchase fvur Federal forest reserves in 
Missouri and two in Southern LIilinois.

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MR. WELLS’ SOMBER PREDICTIONS. 

The article by H. G. Wells reprinted on this page 
gives the reader a foretaste of the gifted Briton’s 
forthcoming book. In the new work, he projects 
himself, as in hig own “time machine,” to some- 
where past the year 2000, and, as a social historian, 
looks back upon the present century from a distant 
perspective. The excerpt here given deals with the 
rise of crime, and it is a gloomy scene that the 
writer unveils. Yet its portrayal does not require 
the vivid imagination Mr. Wells displayed in the 
eariier works in which he surveyed the future. In 
this book, he had no need to invent, but only to 
study the present, then trace the rising curve of 
criminality into that part of the chart still hidden 
by time, assuming only that society's efforts will be 
unable to check the upswing. Sober authorities of our 
day with no flair for the sensational, have made sim- 
ilar predictions. It remained only for Wells, serving 
more as chronicler than prophet, to dramatize them. 

To judge by current conditions, there is nothing 
improbable about the picture he draws: the organized 
robber bands terrorizing society, the extortionists 
and kidnuapers that prey upon all groups, the break- 
down of law and order. Just now this country, stung 
into action by what Mr. Wells considers merely the

As has been pointed out 
frequently, efficient and economical administration of 
Federal forests requires a large preserve in one piece. 

Gov. Park has announced that he favors the re- 
moval of the present limitation on the amount of 
Missuuri land per county which may be turned over 
to the Government. He has, moreover, promised for- 
estry proponents that, in case a special session is 
called, he will ask for legislation which will bring 
about the desired change. The announcement of the 
four reserves for Missouri under the present limita- 
tion should in no wise dissuade Gov. Park from his 
good intention. 

Removal of the restriction may prove very help 
ful to the Federal) forest authorities in perfecting 
their plans. Indeed, that is the least Missouri can do 
under the circumstances.

The Age of Insecurity: 1930-90 


Looking into the future, British writer sees an epoch when social security declines be- 
fore rise of mass criminality; organized bands plunder trains, country houses and 
banks, kidnapers and extortionists terrorize whole classes of society, while wealthy 
persons hire bodyguards; breakdown of police.and prosecutors also is predicted.

people that were going on through the 

post-war period have always attracted 
the attention of the social philosopher. The 
Social confidence and discipline that had 
prevailed throughout the nineteenth cehtury 
deteriorated very rapidly. There was a 
swift fall in social security. In 1900, Euro- 
pean society in particular was still nucleated 
about the family group in relation to a 
generally understood code of lawful be- 
havior. In 1950, its individuals were nucle- 
ated into gangs, groups or societies, or dis- 
solved into crowds, and the influence and 
pretense of any universally valid standard 
of good conduct had disappeared. 

Whenever there was a dip in the common 
prosperity, more active methods of robbery 
appeared to supplement ordinary theft. The 
snatcher began to take his chance with bags 
and watches. The enterprise of the burglar 
increased. As the footpad became too 
prevalent, people ceased to carry so many 
valuables; they shunned lonely or dark 
streets and roads; they went about in com- 
pany and began to bear arms.

T HE dissolutions and regroupings of 


With a more alert and defensive and less 
solitary type of victim, the casual criminal 
developed into the planning criminal. In 
every country, multiplying nuclei of crime 
began to work out the problems of terror- 
istic gang discipline. In Europe, the in- 
tensifying tariff wars put an increasing 
premium upon the enterprise of the smug- 
gler. In America, the repressive laws 
against alcohol had already created the 
necessary conditions for a similar morbid 
Organization of gang systems, which had 
become readily confluent with the older as- 
sociations for political corruption and ter- 
rorism. As the economic breakdown pro- 
ceeded throughout the 30s and 40s of the 
twentieth century, ordinary social security 
diminished é¢ven more rapidly in America 
than in Europe. 

The holdup in force became bolder and 
more frequent. Trains de luxe were suc- 
cessfully held up by armed bands. These 
were operations involving the concerted 
action of a dozen men or more, who had 
to be sure of their “getaway” and a market 
for their loot. Country houses and country 
clubs full of wealthy guests presently be- 
gan to be attacked—the telephones cut and 
the whole place systematically looted. Res- 
taurants, gambling clubs and other resorts 
of people with full pocketbooks were also 
raided with increasing efficiency. 

Local banks and bank branches became 
insecure. Until the 1930s, a town bank had 
a large, open, handsome office with swing- 
ing doors, low counters and glass parti- 
tions. Ten years Jater, the face of the bank 
had changed: the clerks were protected by 
steel defenses; they were armed with re- 
volvers; and they parleyed with the cus- 
tomer through small holes that could be 
promptly closed. 

This change in the scale and quality of 
aggressive crime was reflected in public 
manners and display. The wearing of jewel- 


i Ty declined. Hip-pocket weapons spread | 
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from America to Europe. Everywhere there 
was a diminution of social osténtation. 
Houses with narrow exterior windows, well 
equipped with steel doors, locks, bolts and 
bars, were preferred to those candidly ex- 
posed to sunlight and exterior observation. 

The need for protection and the dread of 
conspicuousness affected automobile design. 
The common automobile of the middle twen- 
tieth century was a sullen-looking, pugna- 
cious beast. And its occupants were in har- 
mony with it. Before the World War, the 
spectacle of a broken-down vehicle or any 
such trouble by the wayside would induce 
almost any passing car to stop and offer 
assistance. Under the new condition, peo- 
ple feared a decoy. Travel diminished very 
rapidly under such conditions. The roads 
were less and legs frequented as they be- 
came unsafe, Many fell out of repair, and 
the old road signs and petrol pumps, now 
dear to collectors, vanished one by one. 

A much more distressful aspect was the 
organization of terroristic blackmail, at first 
directed against individuals and then against 
whole classes in thé community. Here 
again, American inventiveness and enter- 
prise led the world. By imperceptible de- 
grees, the ordinary prosperous citizen found 
his life enmeshed in a tangle of threats and 
vague anxieties. Over and above the ever- 
increasing instability of possessions and in- 
come came the increasing need to buy off 
molestation. Breaking through the now in- 
adequate protection of the police, appeared 
silently and grimly, and more and more 
openly, the blackmailer, the kidnaper and 
the gang terrorist. 

* « e 


A particularly cruel form of attack upon 
unprotected private people was the threat- 
ening and kidnaping of young children. In 
the bad years that followed 1930, kidnaping 
and the threat of kidnaping increased very 
greatly. It was organized. Men and wom- 
en were spirited away, intimidated by 
threats of torture, held captive. If the pur- 
suit was pressed too hard, they disappeared 
and were heard of no more. 

Intimidation of workers in factories be- 
came bolder and less formally legal. There 
was a great release of violence in personal 
quarrels, and, in particular, crimes of re- 
venge multiplied. In a phase of dwindling 
confidence and happiness, people of spirit 
no longer recoiled from the tragic ending of 
oppressive situations. They took the law 
into their own hands. They began to fight 
and kill, and they were no longer inevitably 
overtaken by the law. 

The remaining rich surrounded them- 
selves with bodyguards. The posse of needy 
retainers became a universal practice with 
all who could afford it. 

The desperate fight of an essentially nine- 
teenth century pattern of police organiza- 
tion, under-financed, inadequately equipped, 
divided up, controlled by small-scale, anti- 
quated nationa] or parochial authorities, in 
many cases tainted by corruption, against 
the monstrous forces was added to the 
other conflicts of that distressful age. 

Police and prosecutor both felt the dice 
were loaded against them, that they were 
battling against unfair odds. Their war 
against crime became a feud. It grew less: 
and less like a serene control, and more and 
more like a gang conflict.

St. Louis spent less for unem- 
ployment relief during the first 
half of 1932 than any other of 12 
cities with a population of more 
than 500,000, according to figures 
compiled by the Community Coun- 
cil. The per capita expenditure 
here, too, was less than in any of 
the other cities. 

The St. Louis expenditure was 
$3,115,771, which is at the rate of 
$3.79 per capita for the six months. 
The largest expenditure was that 


of New York, $57,815,568, or $8,34 
per capita, and the largest per cap- 
ita expenditure was $13.72 at Buf- 
falo, where relief cost in six months 
$7,863,647. 

The figures are taken from rec- 
ords of the United States Children’s 
Bureau. They are for relief only, 
and exclude the cost of administra- 
tion. The total expenditure in St. 
Louis, including administration, 
was $3,256,039. 

Listed according to total spent 
for relief, the cities were: New 
York, $57,815,568; Chicago, $29,029,-

$200,000 WORK RELIEF PLAN 
SUGGESTED FOR ST. LOUIS 


Citizens’ Committee to Ask Mayor 
to Have Ordinance for Appro- 
priation Introduced. 

Another work relief program, to 
start Oct. 1 and to cost about $200,- 
000, is recommended to Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment in the report of its work re- 
lief committee on results of the 
program which began last March. 

In addition to work previously 
undertaken, the committee sug- 
gests, the program might include 
smoke abatement efforts and traf- 
fic surveys. Citizens’ Committee 
will ask Mayor Dickmann to have 
an ordinance appropriating the 
needed $200,000 introduced at the 
special session of the Board of 
Aldermen which begins next 
Wednesday. The money would 
come from the $4,600,000 relief 
bond issue. 

In the work relief program which 
began in March and continued un- 
til the middle of August, $148,556 
was spent and 964 men were given 
employment. They were engaged 
in special work in the streets, sew- 
ers and parks and in making maps 
and surveys. On the labor jobs the 
men were paid 30 cents an hour for 
four eight-hour days each week. 
The same hourly rate was paid for 
map making and surveys but the 
men worked 44 hours a week.

Maple Nut Tart. 


One teaspoon gelatin. 

One-half cup cold water. 

Two eggs. 

Three-fourths cup maple syrup. 

Few drops almond flavoring. 

Three-fourth cup — nut 
meats. 

One-half cup cream. 

Vanilla wafers. 

Soak gelatin in cold water five 
minutes. Beat egg yolks slightly, 
add maple syrup and cook over hot 
water, stirring until blended and 
thickened. Stir in gelatin. Cool 
and add flavoring and nuts and 
fold in stiffly beaten egg whites 
and whipped cream. Line a deep 
pie plate with crushed vanilla wa- 
fers and pour in mixture. Chill. 


Noodles and Chipped Beef. 


Three cups uncooked noodles. 
Three-fourths teaspoon salt. 
One tablespoon melted butter. 
Three-fourth cup milk. 
One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 
Three eggs. 
One quart creamed chipped beef. 
Cook noodles in rapidly boiling 
salted water until tender. Drain 
well. Add milk, salt, pepper and 
butter, then add eggs beaten until 
light. Place in a well buttered 
ring mold, set in pan of hot water 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
about 45 minutes, until firm, but 
not brown. Turn out on a hot plat- 
ter and fill center of ring with hot 
creamed chipped beef.

Wash two quarts of summer ap- 
ples, cut in quarters and remove 
cores. Slice apples without peeling 
and put in a saucepan with one and 
one-half cups cold water. Cover 
and boil gently for 15 minutes or 
until the apples are tender. Re- 
move from fire and rub through a 
coarse strainer or put through a 
ricer. Return strained apple sauce 
to saucepan and add one cup 
sugar, three whole cloves and a nar- 
row strip of orange or lemon peel.

Flour or Quick-Cooking Tapi- 
oca Mixed With Fruit as 
Preventive. 


——— 


A number of complaints have 


been received that so often fruit or 


berry pies “ooze over” in baking 
with too much juice in evidence. 

There are a number of Ways of 
preventing this. In the grape pie 
recipe . given below, flour is 
mixed with the grape pulp .Some 
women merely sprinkle about one 
and one-half tablespoons of flour 
evenly over the fruit filling before 
putting the top crust on. 

Then again, quick-cooking tapi- 
oca can be used to jelly the fruit 
so it doesn’t run over. We give pro- 
portions of tapioca for various fruits 
which may be pasted in your cook 
book for future reference: 

Grape Pie. 

Stem enough Concord grapes to 
make four cupsful. Wash in cold 
water, drain thoroughly and sep- 
arate grape skins from the pulp. 
Put skins aside. Put pulp in a 
saucepan and heat gently until 
seeds loosen. Rub through a sieve 
to remove seeds, then add pulp to 
the skins. Beat one egg, add one

up sugar mixed with one-fourth 
pte nae and whe. mixed stir into 
the grape mixture. Line a pie plate 
with pastry, fill with grapes and 
cover with criss-cross strips of 
pastry cut a scant half inch thick. 
Press these firmly to the edge of 
the pastry. Bake in a hot oven 
for 40 to 45 minutes. It may be 
necessary to reduce the heat after 
25 minutes. Serve cold. 
Tapioca in Fruit Pies. 


For rhubarb, plum, grape, straw- 


berry or huckleberry pie: 

Combine three and one-half cups 
prepared fruit, one and one-half to 
two and one-half tablespoons quick- 
cooking tapioca, and one to one 
and one-fourth cups sugar. Let 
stand 15 minutes. Use as filling for 
9-inch pie. 

For cherry pie, use four cups 
fresh cherries, three and one-half 
tablespoons quick-cooking tapioca, 
and one cup sugar. 

Canned Fruit Pies. 


For canned peach, plum, pineap- 
ple, cherry or berry pie: 

Combine two and one-half cups 
canned fruit (drained), one cup 
fruit juice, three tablespoons quick- 
cooking tapioca and sugar to 
sweeten. Let stand 15 minutes. 
Use as filling for nine-inch pie.

Boil two cups light brown sugar

Recipes Given for These and 
Other Requests of the 
Week. 


Among the questions of the week 
is one about grape and tomato 
juice, which the writer seems to 
think hard to prepare. 

On the contrary, it’s a simple 
matter if directions are carefully 
followed. 

Grape Juice. 

Pick over 10 pounds ripe grapes, 
removing them from the stems and 
discarding any overripe or bruised 
fruit. Rinse with cold water, put 
in a large kettle and mash thor- 
oughly. Add two cups cold water 
and heat slowly to the boiling 
point. When the seeds have loos- 
ened and float on top, remove from 
the fire and strain through a dou- 
ble cheesecloth. 

Measure the juice and to each 
quart add one cup sugar. Return 
to the saucepan and let boil for 
five minutes—no longer. Pour at 
once into sterilized bottles or jars 
and cork or seal immediately. If 
corks are used, scald them. Rub- 
ber rings for jars must be scalded 
also. 

Tomato Juice. 

Select fully ripe, firm tomatoes, as 
freshly picked as possible. Blanch, 
remove skins and ali green parts. 
Handle tomatoes in rather small 
quantities (one to two gallons) and 
avoid delay at any stage of the pro- 
cedure. Simmer (170 to 180 degrees 
F.) the tomatoes until soft. Avoid 
boiling. Put the softened hot toma- 
toes through a fine sieve at once. 
Reheat at once just to boiling, ad- 
ding if desired one-half to one tea- 
spoon of salt to each quart. Pour 
into hot sterilized containers and 
seal. No processing is necessary. If 
tin cans, however, are used heat 
juice to simmering, pour into cans, 
seal and process for five minutes in 
boiling water. Do not leave head 
space in either glass or tin contain- 
ers. Cool giass jars in air but not 
in drafts, cool tin cans in running 
water. Store in a cool dark place, 
protecting from light to preserve 
both color and flavor. 

Other Questions Answered. 

Another request is for damson 
plum preserves and yellow tomato 
preserve recipes, which appeared in 
this section last summer. We re- 
print both today, believing other 
readers may like to be reminded of 
them. 

Select four quarts damson plums 
that are sound and not too ripe. 
Wash and drain, then prick each 
plum with a fork. Weigh fruit and 
allow an equal weight of sugar. Put 
the sugar in a preserve kettle with 
one cup water to each four pounds 
sugar. Heat slowly to the boiling 
point and then boil for five min- 
utes, skimming frequently. Add 
plums and boil slowly until fruit 
ts tender but not broken. If cooked 
too rapidly the plums will fall 
apart. When done, skim out plums 
and Doil down syrup about one- 
fourth. Return plums to syrup, 
reheat to the boiling point and 
pour into pint jars or a stone 
crock. Makes about three quarts 
of preserves. 

Yellow Tomato Preserves, 

Eight pounds small vellow or egg 
tomatoes, as they are sometimes 
called, two lemons, thinly sliced, 
with seeds removed; one and one- 
half quarts water, six pounds sugar 
and four to six pieces ginger root. 

Wash the tomatoes, scald and re- 
move the skins. Cook the lemons 
for about 20 minutes in one pint 
of water. Boil together the re- 
maining water and the sugar to 
make a syrup, and add the toma- 
toes, ginger root and the cooked 
lemon rind and liquid. 

Boil until the tomatoes are some- 
what clear, and the syrup thick. 
Remove the scum, and pour the 
preserves into hot, sterilized glass 
jars. Seal and store in a cool, dry 
Place. 


CURRANT JELLY SOUP 


One glass currant jelly. 

One cup hot water. 

One cup raspberry juice. 

Three tablespoons lemon juice. 

Three-fourths cup orange juice, 
strained. 

Five whole cloves, 

One-half-inch stick cinnamon. 

Two tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons sugar. 

One cup pineapple juice. 

Raspberries. 

Dissolve jelly in water. Add rasp- 
berry, lemon and orange juice, 
cloves and cinnamon, and allow to 
stand two hours. Strain. Cook 
tapioca, salt and sugar in pine- 
apple juice in double boiler 15 min- 
utes, or until tapioca is clear, stir- 
ring frequently. Cool. Add to first 
mixture. Chill thoroughly. Serve 
in bouillon cups with a few whole 
raspberries as a garnish.

If you don’t mind the time and 
effort involved, put up a few jars 
of pickled crabapples. Use them for

Whole, Unpeeled Fruit. 


Select six pounds of crabapples, 
leave them whole and unpeeled. 
Wash and stick three whole cloves 
in each. Mix together one tablespoon 
ground allspice, 
mace, one tablespoon cinnamon, one 
teaspoon celery seed and two ounces 
of stick cinnamon broken in pieces. 
Tie the spices in three small muslin 
bags and put in a kettle with six 
cups sugar,

Cover with cold water and 
cook rapidly until the apples are 
soft. Strain through several thick- 
nesses of cheesecloth and press the 
bag gently to start the flow of juice 
but do not squeeze it, as that will 
give a cloudy jelly. 

Never make up more than six 
cups of juice at one time. To each 
cup of juice use one cup sugar. 
Boil rapidly until the jelly. test is 
reached, that is, until the juice 
sheets from the spoon. 

Let stand a minute or two, re- 
move the scum, and pour into hot 
sterilized glasses. When set, cover 
with melted paraffin. 

When the juice and sugar are 
combined and ready to cook to the 
jelly test, drop in a cheesecloth bag 
containing four or five whole cloves 
and two or three ghort pieces of 
stick cinnamon, and remove before 
pouring the jelly into the glasses.

HE purpose of the family life 
T snouta be to accustom the child 

by slow degrees to living in the 
world. For that reason it seems a 
mistake to insist on making the 
home an unnatural paradise where 
no sharp word must ever be spoken, 
no friction ever allowed. 

There are a few mothers who are 
all softness and gentieness and 
never have the inclination to be 
cross. But for one of these there 
are 10 of the less evenly balanecd 
whose nerves become frayed and 
worn and who are at times unrea- 
sonable and irritable. 


It is possible, of course, to con- 
trol one’s temper and keep it within 
limits, but to place on it an iron 
restraint which is never let down, 
produces an unnatural calm which 
has an effect, not only on the chil- 
dren, but on the entire household. 

We have all seen the mother who, 
no matter how fractious and ex- 
asperating the child is, still speaks 
to him in a low and restrained 
voice, ~.. 

The child further exasperated by 
his inability to make any impres- 
sion on the stoic quiet of his 
mother, grows increasingly violent 
until finally he must be put to bed 
or gently deposited in the other 
room. The only signs of agitation 
on the mother’s part are a tighten- 
ing of the lips and a sense of taut 
nerves. 

Both mother and child suffer from 
a constant repetition of this kind 
of thing. The child has a feeling of 
impotence against an almost in- 
human force, the mother a nerve 
exhaustion from repressed emotion. 
Both would gain by an occasiona! 
letting off of steam, and would ex- 
perience and warmer and more hu- 
man relationship towards each 
other.

“It was necessary,” she said in 
response to my comment, “that 
home-loving, God-fearing women go 
forth and preach that prohibition 
was not the solution to the liquor 
problem.

tee composed of Mrs. Sterling Ed- 
munds of our W. O. N. P. R., James 
M. Douglas of the Missouri Bar As- 
sociation, Isaac Lippincott of Wash- 
ington University, George R. Pat- 
terson, secretary of the Missouri 
Federation of Labor; Theodore 
Graebner of Concordia Seminary, 
Gilbert P. Strellinger of the Mis- 
souri Crusaders. They submit that 
there should be a nonpartisan liquor 
control board appointed by the 
Governor and a supreme officiai 
selected by the board to be known 
as State Liquor Commissioner, who 
shall be charged with the entire 
control of manufacture and distri- 
bution of liquor under State laws, 
employing deputy commissioners 
and all working with boards of 
three members each in each county 
and in each city, town or village. 
That these local boards, one mem- 
ber of which shall be a woman and 
the other two members chosen from 
one of the following professions, 
doctor, lawyer, educator, farmer, 
Federation of Labor, Chamber of 
Commerce—shall pass upon all ap- 
plications for licenses to sell liquor, 
including the approval of locations, 
with due considerations for proxim- 
ity to schools, churches and each 
other. 

“Personally, I believe the whole

“Formerly, when we had 
open saloons, while many _ saloon 
keepers may have been men of 
high character, there was always a 
certain shadow over the calling. 
Now I believe that stigma should 
be removed and only highly repu- 
table citizens, men highly recom- 
mended by the best element of their 
community, should be allowed the 
responsibility of dispensing ligour.” 

“You think it should be a dis 
tinction, a position of trust, to be 
a saloon keeper?” she was asked.

oe i OU are darn tooting, that’s 


what I think,” she responded, 


with enthusiasm. 

“We are all, I believe, against the 
open saloon,” she _ continued, 
“though they did have some things 
to recommend them. They paid for 
their lieense, they had closing 
hours, they did not sell to minors, 
they were not openly frequented by 
women. They were better in these 
respects than the speakeasies with 
no legal obligations or conse- 
quences. I think there should be 
various kinds of licenses and a 
limit to licenses according to popu- 
lations. I think the license fees 
should not be too high nor the 
prices of liquors fixed so high that 
it would lead to law evqsions and 
so finance the bootleggers. 

“With liquor properly legalized I 
believe there is going to be an en- 
tire readjustment of our attitude to 
the problem, an adjustment down- 
ward in our scale of values,” con- 
cluded Mrs. Gaylord. “As forbidden 
fruit it has assumed an importance 
out of all proportion to its merits. 
It came to be the most important 
consideration in our social life. You 
couldn’t have a good time, you 
couldn't have a happy party with- 
out it. Why, before prohibition in 
good society liquor never was of- 
fered to young people. Many of 
the older people made a fine art of 
drinking, surrounding it with all 
sorts of ceremony. Nowadays few 
persons know a vintage wine when 
they hear of it and the young peo- 
ple know nothing but synthetic gin 
and corn whisky. They don’t un- 
derstand at all the difference be- 
tween having a glass of wine with 
their dinner and getting drunk on 
bootleg whisky. It has come tothe 
point where a father, seeing his 
young son start out for the eve- 
ning, asks himself, ‘Shall I provide 
him with a flask of something that 
will not rip, ravel or tear, or shall 
I trust to luck that he will not 
pick up some poison. He’s sure to 
pick up something.’ 

“All that disproportionate im- 
portance of drinking will pass. 
With the legalizing of beer I un- 
derstand the beer flats where other 
liquors were dispensed already 
have lost their allure and have

Facial Neuralgia 
ACIAL neuralgia, or, as it is 
sometimes called, tic doulour- 
eux, or trigeminal neuralgia, is

The disease may come on sudden- 
ly, in the midst of talking or eat- 
ing. The sufferer is seized with an 
unbearable pain, which causes him 
to stop whatever he is doing, to 
hold his face and to double up in 
agony. 

The pain may last for only a mo- 
ment or for days. It may disap- 
pear as suddenly as it developed, 
only to reappear again at some fu- 
ture time, 

Until within recent years treat- 
ment for this condition was ineffec- 
tive. In the thirteenth century 
Bishop Button of England was ven- 
erated as the patron saint of facia! 
neuralgia sufferers. Large num- 
bers of afflicted would come to 
the cathedral, hoping to find relief 
in their pilgrimage. 

Until 40 years ago, medicine could 
do little for the sufferer of facia 
neuralgia. Then, however, it was 
found alcohol injections into the 
nerve gave the sufferer temporary 
relief, lasting usually for a few 
months 

The injections were repeated, as 
necessary, but, unfortunately, after 
a while their effectiveness was re- 
duced and the sufferer at times 
could not be helped further by this 
method of treatment. 

Later a new method of treatment 
was developed. This involves the 
sectioning of a portion of the tri- 
geminal nerve. This operation is of 
necessity a delicate one, but in- 
volves little danger and may be 
safely done under local anesthesia, 
even on elderly people. 

The sectioning of the nerve does 
not produce facial paralysis. It may 
cause a certain amount of numb- 
ness in a portion of one side of the 
face. But, then, it is a small price 
to pay for relief in a condition su 
painful that men have been driven 
to self-destruction by it.
